Great Britain is preparing quietly and 
unostentatiously to put her warshipn 
in fighting trim, and orders have been 
issued that no British manufacturers 
-are to make or accept contracts for 
arms or ammunition without the con- 
sent of the government. 


Work is rushed on all war vessels in 


the dock yards. 
One of the leading 


•small arms manufacturers has been 
.asked if he Is prepared to turn out 1,000 
magazine rifles weekly. This is sig- 
nificant, when It is remembered that 
the government 
factories 
alone are 


turning out about 4,000 a week. 


France, it is reported, is not inactive. 


Four armored cruisers at Toulon have 
been ordered to .prepare at once for ac- 
tive service. 
Vice Admiral P;.urnier, 


now at Tunis with Mr. Lockrey'. min- 
ister of marine, will return immediate- 
ly to Toulon. 
The cruisers ordered 


out are the Admiral Trehoiuirt, Bou- 
vines, Jemmapes and Valmy. Orders 
have also been issued to send gunners 
for the forts and batteries at Brest.

Fashoda, a post on the Nile below 
Khartoum, claimed by Ep^vpt, is grow- 
ing more acute. 


Everything hinges on the nature of 


the report of Major Marchand. which 
is now on its way to the French for 
eign office, through the courtesy of the 
British government in allowing one of 
Marehand's officers to go through Ilia 
line of communication. 


The French foreign office is assert- 


ing that Major Marchand overshot his 
~oal, and that, instead of going to 
Fashoda, he ought to have stopped at 
the confluence of the Bahr-el-Ghazal. 


France -will riot be permitted to in- 


stall herself on 
the 
Bahr-el-Ghazal, 


which is described as the "paying r_eef" 
of the Soudan. All the rest of the.re- 
conquered territory, as far as Fashoda, 
is comparatively valueless, being most- 
ly desert ground, 
which 
cannot 
be 


made to pay for many -years. 


French diplomats are 
looking to 


Russia for help, but as the czar is 
shortly to visit Queen Victoria Eng- 
lishmen doubt whether the republic 
will receive much encouragement. 


It is believed Great Britain and Rus- 


sia have reached an agreement about 
all points over which they were in 
conflict, and as -the czar is going ahead 
with the preparations for t>ie congress 
to discuss universal disarmament it is 
taken to mean that he has litUe in- 
erest in a quarrel between Great Brit- 
ain and France over the Soudan.

Paris, Oct. 18.—A semi-official note 


says that the statements to the effect 
that the French war ships which are 
being placed on a war rooting have 
been ordered to Brest is incorrect, and 
it is added that undue importance has 
been attached to the incident.

velop the disease in persons whose sys- 
tems already contain the germs of in- 
fection, hut it is believed that further 
spread is not possible with the pre- 
vailing temperature. There were no 
deaths, but several are seriously sick.

nt home and abroad, why are defensive 
duties retained?

vnncetl \o the free trade journals.

example, the "Whopling "Begister" says: 


Why js 8 high tariff insisted upon? 
^TlVat is easily answered. It is dcmandt'd by 
the monopolies and trusts at home, who have 
throttled competition ami control Absolutely 
the home market. They cliurge American con- 
sumers double and treble the prices they charge 
foreigners, ns shown by the two separate batn- 
logued of prices they fiirnisU thoir home and 
foreign consumers, because the tariff shields 
them from competitioH-iii the home market, 
while abroad they are forced to sell on the free 
trade basis aud pay a tariff to boot, which they 
do and make a profit. How much unjust profit 
they thus arc enabled to extort from the de- 
fenseless American consumer • may be con- 
jectured. Suffice it to say 
the American 


consumer is robbed and plundered by these 
taritl fostered monopolies on every hand. In-

Havana. Oct. IS.—If the president 


listens to the recommendation of the 
military commission only a very small 
body of troops will reach Havana ear- 
lier than December. 
There are two 


reasons for this. The first is that the 
weather, will he much improved by 
December. The second and more im- 
portant reason is the desire to use no 
docks, warehouses, hospitals or camps 
that have been used by the Spanish or 
Cubans. This is the only way yellow 
fever can' he avoided. 
The commis- 


sioners urge the president to authorize 
them to build everything new. If this 
authority is given orders for material 
that are already written out will he 
at once cabled to the United States 
and by Nov. 1 the material will be 
here, and not more than thirty days 
will he required to do all the necessary 
work. 


The point of disembarkation will de- 


pend upon the number of men sent 
here. 
The troops will camp in 
the 


hills southeast of Guanabacoa, where 
plans are already made to care for at 
lenst one division, about 8,000 soldiers.
